The Office of the State Superintendent of Education (OSSE) is the State
Education Agency for the District of Columbia charged with raising the
quality of education for all DC residents. OSSE serves as the District's
liaison to the U.S. Department of Education and works closely with the
District's traditional and public charter schools to achieve its key
functions.

Adult and Family Education is a federally established agency that: re-grants
federal and local funds to eligible providers of adult education services;
facilitates state leadership activities including professional development,
technical assistance and monitoring; and, maintains and reports state and
local program performance, progress and outcome data.

OSSE administers federal funds available under the Carl D. Perkins Act to
leverage active working partnerships with DC Public Schools, D.C. public
charter schools, the University of the District of Columbia Community
College, and the private sector to foster and improve high quality, high
performance CTE programs of study that are accessible to every student.

OSSE partners with schools, LEAs, colleges, and local nonprofits to
develop and fund programs that help all students in DC access programs
that will help them be ready for their next step after high school.

DC College Application and Exploration Month builds excitement and
enthusiasm around the college application and exploration process and
provides every graduating senior with the opportunity to complete their
college applications during normal school hours with the help of
volunteers.

Registered public and public charter high schools and community-based
organizations in the District will receive free marketing materials and a DC
College Application and Exploration Month site coordinator handbook and
toolkit. OSSE requests that host sites provide at least one college and
career exploration event during the month. If applicable, host sites should
set aside designated space and time for graduating seniors (or adult
learners) to complete at least one college application.

Registration to participate in the 2023 DC College Application and
Exploration Month will open on in fall 2023.

The DC Reengagement Center is a “single-door” through which youth (ages
16-24) who have dropped out can reconnect back to educational options
and other critical services to support their attainment of a high school
diploma or GED.

The mission of the Division of Early Learning (DEL) is to
provide leadership and coordination to ensure that all District
of Columbia children, from birth to kindergarten entrance, have
access to high quality early childhood development programs
and are well prepared for school.

On June 23, the Department of Education approved OSSE'’s
application to renew the District of Columbia’s ESEA flexibility
Waiver through the 2017-2018 school year. This application
continues and builds upon the successful policies that were
implemented since the waiver was in place. In this renewal
application, OSSE is seeking to reaffirm DC’s emphasis for
ensuring that students graduate college and career-ready,
through the implementation of new state assessments aligned
to both the CCSS, and the District’s Next Generation Science
Standards (NGSS). In addition, OSSE is refining and improving
the state system of differentiated accountability and support
by clarifying what we are doing to support schools and when
we implement differentiated supports.

District of Columbia residents are entitled to a free public
education if documentation is provided that verifies their
residency status. In some cases, non-residents may attend DC
public schools, but they must pay tuition after meeting
established criteria. In addition, in order to be
accepted/admitted as a non-resident, schools should not have
any residents on its waiting list.

The purpose of the survey is to assist 0SSE'’s efforts to better
understand the needs of LEAs regarding its program and
services to ELs. Results from the needs assessment survey
will provide valuable information that will help OSSE design
and implement targeted technical assistance and professional
development sessions.
